Com m unist offensive. 
South V ietnam ’s vice pres­ 
ident, Nguyen Cao Ky, returned 
home from the peace talks in 
P a ris today urging a resum p­ 
tion in the bombing of North 
Vietnam. He said South Viet­ 
nam also was considered pulling 
out of the talks if the Reds do 
not stop their attacks on cities 
and towns. 
In P aris, a Hanoi spokesm an 
said, 
‘‘We are not afraid of 
A m erican bom bings. P resident 
Johnson has been bombing us 
for four y ea rs and m et defeat. 
If P resident Nixon follows in his 
steps, he will m eet with the 
sam e defeat.”

Sirhan told the jury he didn’t 
rem em ber taking the gun to the 
hotel. 
He didn’t 
remember 
writing that Kennedy must die. 
He didn't remember refusingto 
give his name to police. In fact, 
he said, he didn’t realize until 7 
a.m . on June 5, 1968, that Sen. 
Kennedy had been shot. 
“ Are you glad that Senator 
Kennedy 
is 
dead?” 
asked 
Deputy D ist. Atty. Lynn Comp­ 
ton. 
“ No s ir ,” said Sirhan. 
“ Are you sorry he is dead?”

Sierra Club recommenà measures 
for channel 'wilderness' area 


Permanent prohibition of oil 
development must be matched 
by positive measures to dedi­ 
cate the Santa Barbara Channel 
as a marine wilderness area, 
the Sierra Club recommends. 
“ ITie best assurance that the 
wildlife and scenic assets of the 
channel 
will be permanently 
protected is establishment of a 
wilderness classification where 
oil drilling is automatically ban- 
ned,” Sirra Club director Fred 
Eissler said today. 
Several 
Congressman, 
in­ 
cluding California’s George E. 
Brown and John V. Tunney, have 
reintroduced 
measures 
this 
season to set aside the Santa 
Barbara Channel as the first un­ 
dersea wilderness area in the 
nation. 
The same iegislaton was in­ 
troduced 
in 
Congress 
eight 
months before federal oil leas­ 
es were offered by the Interior 
Secretary for the record-break­ 
ing $603 million in royalty pay­ 
ments in February 1968. 
“ If the Department of the 
Interior had supported the M^ 
rine sanctuary bills more than a 
year and a half ago the sanc­ 
tuary proposal backed by the 
Sierra Club would have been 
law before leasing had started 
and the oil mess would have 
been avoided,” Eissler said. 
The 
Sierra Club 
locally 
helped draft the bills to re­ 
serve the Santa Barbara Chan­ 
nel from above Point Concep- 
tion to the waters of Ventura 
County 
as 
laboratories 
for 
scientific research and outdoor 
museums for education and put> 
lie enjoyment. The channel wil­ 
derness bill specifically pr<v 
tects “ sport and commercial 
fishing, 
wildlife, 
recreation, 
and scenic beauty” from the 
depredations of oil exploitation. 
“ The San Rafael Wilderness 
in our back country is the first 
such area to be established un­ 
der the historic Wilderness Act 
of 1964,” 
Eissler observed. 
“ Our county and Ventura Coun­ 
ty would have the distinction of 
the first undersea wilderness in 
a nationwide system of such 
areas if the marine sanctuary 
bill were to nass.”

Will ‘Fit’ Sweaters

D E A R P O L L Y —Doris can fix those sweaters that are 
too large around the bottom by threading a darning needle 
with thread-sized elastic, then sewing through the bottom 
band of the sweater. Try the sweater on and tie the elastic 
so the sweater is comfortable yet tighter around the lower 
edge. If she wants to draw it in still more, she can run 
another thread of elastic up about an inch from the first 
one. This also works for wrist bands.—S. D. 


D E A R P O L L Y —I do not know how Doris can shrink her 
sweater to make it fit better around the waist but I do 
know something that w ill work even better. Sew up the side 
seams. Pin up the sides as much as you want to sew them. 
Stretch the fabric as you sew and use longer stitches than 
usual.

Blondes preferred? "It's not so 
says Jerome Alexander, wig stylist

NEW YORK (UPiy-U’s said 
that gentlemen prefer blondes. 
But ask most women and they’d 
rather be dark-haired. 
If you want to split hairs over 
this assumption, check in with 
Jerome 
Alexander, 
a 
wig 
stylist, who travels the country 
steadily, talking with women in 
the stores and appearing on 
women’s television and radio 
programs. 
“ The biggest market is for 
the dark wigs, not the blondes,” 
said Alexander. “ It may sound 
surprising, but the most popular 
are the black and gray blends 
and the mixed grays. 
“ You get outside New York 
and you find that women want 
to look their age/ I ask them, 
‘Don’t 
you 
want 
to 
look 
younger?’ 
And 
they’re 
not 
buying wigs for that at all. 
Thay’il tell me, ‘My husband 


likes the gray.’ Imagine.Settled 
down to middle age at 35!” 
Alexander 
finds 
the more 
mature women buying the full 
wigs, many because they have 
hair problems-thinning, even 
balding. The young girls buy the 
partial pieces — wiglets, falls, 
perukes. 


Alexander began styling wigs 
around 
1960, with the first 
impact of wigs as a fashion 
item and a definite adjunct to a 
woman’s wardrobe. By 1965, he 
had his own company, specializ­ 
ing in popular-prices wigs of 
real hair “ for the average doll” 
who couldn’t afford the costly 
$300 and $400 ones. 


He’s been using oriental hair 
“ because 
European 
hair 
is 
getting scarcer and scarcer... 
European hair tends to mat 
easily anyway,” he said. In 
turn, 
hair 
processors 
have 
learned how 
to 
strip down 


oriental hair so that it is less 
coarse than it was in earlier 
days. 
Now the stylist is about to 
expand into wigs made from a 
Japanese 
synthetic 
so 
that 
they’ll be wash and wear. 


“ They’re 
handmade,” said 
Alexander, “ and the hair has a 
memory. It is impossible to 
wash the curl out.” 


Alexander’s so fascmated with 
hair as a fashion item he’s run 
up a couple of costumes in it— 
one 
a 
trouser 
suit 
with 
horizontal layers of hair for 
trim, and the other a vest and 
skirt. 
Expanding into clothes 
won’t create any shortage, he 
feels.

“ Why should we date?” asked 
Peggy Neil, 17, a Princeton, 111., 
high school senior. “ Why should 
we worry about having a date 
for 
everything 
that 
comes 
along? Going steady was all 
part of that security filing. 
“ It’s much more fun to just 
not have a date; to just run into 
somebody and have them say, 
‘let’s do this or that,’ than it is 
to have a full production date.” 
She was echoed by Terry

five-card ending. He held his 
diamonds and clubs, North 
held one spade, three dia­ 
monds and one club. West 
held a fistful of trouble. 
He couldn’t throw his last 
spade because that would 
make 
dummy's

spot 
high He couldn’t go down to 
a singleton club. Declarer 
could read that, cash his 
club ace and drop the king. 
Therefore, he had to come 
down to two diamonds. 
Now South took the dia­ 
mond finesse and cashed the 
ace. Then he threw West in 
with 
the 
last 
spade 
and 
forced him to lead a club to 
his ace-queen. 
We 
have 
never learned 
what h a p p e n e d to Mr. 
White. He wrote several ar­ 
ticles in the early days of 
c o n t r a c t that were well 
ahead of that day. Then he 
just seemed to lose interest 
in bridge.

knows 
that 
the 
medical profession has deve­ 
loped 
a 
large 
number 
of 
specialists, including those who 
specialize in referring patients 
to other specialists. 
Meanwhile, it has become 
increasingly difficult to find a 
physician in general practice. 
That is, a doctor who answers 
the 
telephone, 
makes house 
calls and treats more than one 
type of ailment. 
This trend has brought about 
some 
marked 
changes 
in 
traditional doctor-patient rela­ 
tions. 
It used to be that you went to 
a doctor to find out what was 
wrong with you. Now you need 
to know what is wrong with you 
before you go to a doctor. 
Otherwise, you may spend 
several hours in the waiting 
room only to discover that you 
have gone to the wrong type of 
specialist. 
It seems to me that the only 
way a layman can beat this 
system is tobecome a specialist 
himself. In other words, you 
should specialize 
in catching 
certain types of diseases. 
If, for instance, there is a 
good nose-and-throat specialist 
in 
your 
neighborhood, 
you 
should specialize in ailments of 
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7:30 —6 Agriculture 
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the upper respiratory tract. 
Having the patient specialize 
along with the doctor saves both 
a 
lot 
of time, trouble and 
misunderstanding. 
I 
note, however, that the 
American Medical Association 
(AMA) has adopted a different 
approach to the problem. 
' Because so many doctors are 
bypassing family practice to 
become specialists; the AMA 
recently designated family prac­ 
tice as a new specialty. 
(Til swear I’m not making 
this up. You can look it up for 
yourself.) 
The AMA hopes that enabling 
a family doctor to call himself a 
specialist 
will 
induce more 
physicians to take up that line 
of medicine. I doubt, however, 
that the plan will work. 
Prestige 
in 
the 
medical 
professional being what it is, a 
specialist needs a more impres­ 
sive title than family doctor. It 
should be a title that will keep 
potential patients from knowing 
what it is that he does exactly. 
“ Generalologist” 
might be an 
acceptable term. 
The next step is to acquire an 
unlisted 
telephone 
number, 
shorten office hours, raise fees 
and overload the appointments 
book. 
Only then will the family 
doctor become a true specialist.

Great Britain Braces for D-Day

L O N D O N—< N E A ) — 
• Britain might as well be 
towed across the Atlantic 
and anchored somewhere off 
Florida, for now even our 
money looks American.” 
This 
was 
one 
Briton’s 
angry reaction to the new 
American-type coins that are 
beginning to circulate here 
as Britain prepares to go 
decimal. 
D (for Decimal) Day isn't 
until Feb. 15, 1971, but the 
government 
is anxious to 
fam liarize the British public 
with the new decimal coins 
as far in advance as possi­ 
ble so that the switch will 
not come as such a shock. 
Britain’s new decimal cur 
reney will be based on a 
pound sterling that is worth 
100 pennies with new five- 
penny, 10-p e n n v and 50- 
penny coins scheduled to re­ 
place present coins. 
In 
preparation 
for 
the 
change, the existing half- 
crown (worth 30 cents) and 
10-shilling note (worth $1.20) 
are both being called in this 
year. 
When completed it will be 
the most fundamental over­ 
haul of Britain’s monetary 
system since the Anglo-Sax­ 
ons introduced coins here 12 
centuries ago 
Although it is being cred­ 
ited or blamed for the rev­ 
olution. 
the United 
States 
had very little to do with the 
decision to go decimal, which 
was made in the days when 
Britain had hopes of getting 
into the European Common 
Market. 


Even after President de 
Gaulle slammed the Com­ 
mon Market door in Britain's 
face. Prime Minister Harold 
Wilson’s Labor government 
decided to go ahead with 
decimalization 
because 
of 
the trade advantages.

Even though D-Day is still 
two years ahead. Decimal 
Currency B o a r d officials 
speak of it as though it were 
tomorrow 
They claim that 
the obstacles a h e a d are 
formidable. 


Take 
coin-operated 
and 
office machines, for example 
—over five million such ma­ 
chines must cither be re­ 
placed or converted to the 


new decimal coins between 
now and D-Day. These range 
from cash registers to com­ 
puters. f r o m adding ma­ 
chines to slot machines of 
the 
one-arm 
bandit 
type. 
That includes every pay tele­ 
phone in the British Isles, 
and every parking meter. 


While the switch to deci­ 
mal 
c o i n s 
has 
been 
a 
b o n a n z a 
to 
firms 
like 


National Cash Register, it 
has brought headaches to 
giants like Imperial Chem­ 
ical Industries, which esti­ 
mates that it will take from 
four and one half to nine 
years to reprogram its com­ 
puters to conform to deci­ 
malization. 
To make m a t t e r s more 
complicated, Britain has de­ 
cided to go metric at the 
same time that she is going 
decimal. This means that by 
the end of 1975 the nation will 
switch from its present im­ 
perial standard to the inter­ 
national metrical standard of 
weights and measures, now 
in use in 75 per cent of the 
world. In scope the second 
revolution makes the deci­ 
mal coin change look like 
child’s play. 
To the British housewife it 
means that she must not 
only learn to cope with the 
new coins, but to buy her 
curtains by the meter in­ 
stead of by the yard, her po­ 
tatoes by* the kilogram in­ 
stead of the pound, her milk 
by the liter instead of the 
pint. 
When all of these changes 
are added to present eco­ 
nomic hardship of pay freeze 
and c r e d i t squeeze, one 
understands why the grumbl­ 
ing is getting louder. 
By s o m e curious fluke, 
the British flower industry 
has jumped the gun in the 
m e t r i c a t i o n 
s w e e p ­ 
stakes, and daffodil growers, 
for example, now tie their 
blooms in bunches of 10 in­ 
stead of 12. 
At the rate things are go­ 
ing. the time is not far off 
when a young man, trying to 
impress his date will stop at 
a florist and order “ a 10” 
of roses instead of a dozen. 
What’s more, he will pay for 
them with decimal coins. 
That will be a real test 
for British flower power.

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Pitiful plight 


Today’s Record contains a page of pictures which dramati­ 
cally illustrate the pitiful plight of Ocean Park, the littie coun­ 
ty park at the mouth of the Santa Ynez River which offers local 
people the only place within a 20-mile radius where they can 
water ski and boat. 
The park long has been a haven for sunbathers and boating 
enthusiasts but the debris left by the floods of Jan. 25 and Feb. 
25 have all but eliminated those recreational aspects of the 
park. 
Mike Mahoney, park ranger, already has displayed his con­ 


cern for the needs of the public and the appearance of the area 
by personally raking and burning much of the debris. However, 
his personal effort is too minimal when compared to the scope 
of the problem. 
Clearing and cleaning the park and accompanying area will 
take some doing, but considering the dearth of such recrea­ 
tional spots in this area, it is a problem which should be tackled 
at the earliest possible time. 
Local service and community clubs looking for a project might 
give this one some serious consideration. 


The legislature, too 


At least one member of the legislature had dared to propose 
California’s 
principal legislative body be bound by the same 
open - meeting rules it has ordered for lesser legislative bod­ 
ies, those of the counties and cities. And this is something 
new in Sacramento. 
Assemblyman William T. Ketchum, Paso Robles Republican, 
has introduced a constitutional amendment and a companion 
bill which, if approved, would require all legislative commit­ 
tees — as well as floor sessions — to be open to the public. 
It would, in effect, extend the state’s basic anti - secrecy law, 
the Brown Act, to the legislature, allowingthe usual exceptions 
— meetings involving hiring or firing of personnel and meet­ 
ings involving matters of national security. It would also al­ 
low closed meetings for party caucuses. 
Mr. Ketchum is motivated by a personal experience — last 
year a Senate committee killed one of his bills at a private din­ 
ner meeting and he wasn’t even given a subsequent opportuni­ 
ty, at an open meeting, to try to speak in the bill’s behalf. 


Beyond his or any other legislator’s personal experience is 
the basic fact that the people have a right to be privy to the 
deliberations of their legislators in all but a few excepted in­ 
stances. 
The Brown Act has not been as honored as it should be in its 
application to county and municipal government. It still lacks 
the kind of enforcement support it ought to have. 


But it is a whole lot better than having nothing, no re­ 
straints at all on councils, boards and commissions which might 
prefer to meet behind closed doors. It has inevitably brought 
county and municipal legislative activity more into the open 
than had there been no Brown Act. 
Without 
any illusion that it is going to happen suddenly, 
the state legislature should do for the state legislature what it 
has done for county and city government. That’s called prac­ 
ticing what is preached.

New crimebusting program 


Initial steps in a bold new law en­ 
forcement program are under way in San­ 
ta Barbara and San Luis Obispo coun­ 
ties thanks to a federal aid program. 
A committee representing the southern 
half of Region 8, and subcommittees cov­ 
ering a variety of law - related fields 
are operating under the wing of the Cali­ 
fornia Council on Criminal Justice. 
The program in the 
two counties fits into 
the 
organizational 
structure of the state 
in 
a 
bid for 
the 
federal monies, 
but 
the local effort began 
before the comprehen­ 
sive program was an­ 
nounced, according to 
James Smith, 
Lom­ 
poc 
assistant police 
chief. 
Smith is chairman of a special sub­ 
committee on law enforcement. Other 
subcommittees deal with education and 
training, judicial process, corrections, 
juvenile delinquency, narcotics, drugs 
and alcohloic abuse, organized crime and 
riots and disorders. 
In a letter to Robert Grogan, southern 
subregional chairman for Region 8, Tues­ 
day, Smith outlined the work of his com­ 
mittee in a report timed to meet the state 
deadline. The reports will be incorpor­ 
ated into the state plan, to qualify the 


state for the federal funds. 
In his report, 
Smith noted areas in 
which more study is needed: **. . . the 
consolidation of police services ina com­ 
mon building . . . centralized records 
section, dispatch and communications 
center for the police and fire depart­ 
ments, training facilities and recruit­ 
ment, a holding area with a small ar­ 
raignment and preliminary court room 
connected.” 
Smith also recommends studies of 
proposals to employ a legal officer for 
all the joint police departments — to 
keep law enforcement personnel inform­ 
ed on current law and court decisions. 
A centralized information system is 
also recommended for all city and coun­ 
ty agencies — using a computer to relay 
the information speedily. 
Smith al&o proposes studies of law 
officer requirements; 
statewide pay 
scales; 
statewide 
enforcement of po­ 
lice ethics; and uniform weapons poli­ 
cies and operating procedures. 
The early effort put forth by local 
law enforcement interests was spurred 
by conversations that began at Allan 
Hancock College in December of last 
year. Officials noted the lack of addi­ 
tional educational opportunities for offi­ 
cers in the central coastal areas, the ab­ 
sence of a qualified crime lab and the 
need to update and coordinate law en­ 
forcement efforts 
in the two county

areas. 
All this talk has a dry sound to lay­ 
men, but the public is going to be part 
of it, according to Smith. Federal re­ 
quirements have spelled out the need to 
incorporate all segments of the commun­ 
ity in the effort. The groups working 
with Smith are in the process of adding 
representatives of schools, city and coun­ 
ty government and the public. He notes 
that the predominately law oriented char­ 
acter of the present committees came 
about on the local scene before the re­ 
quirements of state and federal pro­ 
gram had been spelled out.

Search for markets 


Before you say you don’t believe in 
haunted houses, consider: Aren’t there 
some spirits in the cupboard, right now? 


TOKYO — A Japanese trade mission 
headed by a member of parliament be­ 
longing to the ruling Liberal - Democra­ 
tic party is currently in Peking working 
out a new trade agreement with Red 
China. It is a baffling and frustrating 
process as the heavy - h .nded Maoist 
ideology stands in the <vay at every turn. 
Yet, the lure of 700 million customers 
just next door is irresistible. An island 
nation 
with 
only 
limited natural 
re­ 
sources, Japan must 
increase 
her export 
trade to maintain the 
high standard of liv­ 
ing set with the swift 
recovery since the end N v 
* 
of the war. This is an

of faith ex-

officials alike. 


Exports to China increased last year 
to a record $325 million, according to 
figures of the Japan External Trade Or­ 
ganization. At the same time, however, 
imports from Red China dropped by 16.8 
per cent to a total of $220 million. The 
hard fact of this discrepancy permits 
few illusions about any boom in the near 
future in Chinese - Japanese trade. The 
total exchange represents only two per 
cent of Japan’s foreign commerce, with 
Formosa China having a trade with Ja­ 
pan at least double that with the main­ 
land. 
The upheaval in recent years with 
virtual civil war in many provinces is 
reason enough to restrain hopes of 
ouilding a long - term economic rela­ 
tionship with Communist China. Equally 
important is the paucity of raw materials 
China has to exchange for Japanese 
steel, chemicals and fertilizers. 
Thanks to the big ore carriers built 
in Japanese shipyards, steelmakers are 
importing higher - grade iron ores from 
Venezuelan 
and other sources than 
China can supply. The same is true of 
cooking coal that before the war came 
in considerable part from China. Japan’s 
steel plants are today adapted to high­ 
er - grade ores and to coking coal from 
Canada and the United States. 
The trade mission in Peking is stern­ 
ly admonished on the evils of the gov­ 
ernment of Premier Eisaku Sato and his 
subservience to the United States and a 
“ two-China” policy. Anything that can 
help to bring down Sato, faced with the 
difficult problem of American occupa­ 
tion of Okinawa and the Japan - Ameri­ 
can security treaty, will serve Peking’s 
goal. 
Nevertheless, within heavy industry, 
steel and chemicals, the hope persists 
that trade can be a bridge to the ex­ 
change of official trade missions and 
eventually to discussion at the ambas­ 
sadorial level of outstanding political 
di fie re nee s. Peking stresses the friend­ 
lier attitude of the preceding 
Hayato 
Ikeda cabinet as against the cool or in­ 
different attitude of Sato. If China is to 
have any future in the world community 
at ail, so this reasoning goes, it must 
be with the subtle leadership of Japanese 
industry in encouraging China to move 
into the main stream of trade and com­ 
merce. 
With the powerful thrust of an econo­ 
my growing at the rate of 10 per cent a 
year, the Japanese are just now hyper­ 
sensitive over what they consider arti­ 
ficial barriers being thrown up against 
their trade. The so-called voluntary re­ 
striction on the export of steel to the 
United States, which is not voluntary at 
all since it reflects the concern of the 
government here that the U.S. Congress 
will slap on a quota without such a cut­ 
back, is deeply resented. Textile import 
restructions imposed on a “ voluntary” 
basis are another sore point. 
From the American side certain forms 
of Japanese protectionism are like­ 
wise resented. Until just the other day 
Japan had stood firm against American 
capital investment. The consequences of 
American takeover in Western Europe 
have been watched with grave apprehen­ 
sion. This should not happen in Japan. 
The first small breakthrough has come 
in an agreement between the two leading 
motor manufacturers, Nissan and Toyo 
Kogyo, with Ford to establish a jointly- 
owned firm producing automatic trans­ 
missions. It is a complicated deal in­ 
volving Borg - Warner, which holds the 


basic patent. 
General Motors is said to be pressing 
for the right to buld a wholly-owned 
plant producing cars, to compete not 
so much in the domestic market as in 
Southeast Asia and other areas where 
Japan has been exporting most of the 
600,000 motor - driven vehicles shipped 
for sale abroad. GM is being told that a 
permit for a wholly-owned plant cannot 
be granted until three years have pass­ 
ed. This reflects the close relationship 
between the Japanese government and 
industry, with the fear that a wholly- 
owned American operation would not 
respond to the same “ guidance” that 
Japanese industrialists have come to 
accept. 
Both countries have almost nothing tc 
gain and everything to lose by the kind 


of rivalry that ends with government 
protectionism. Japan is, after all, the 
United States’ best overseas customer. 
Quotas imposed from the American side 
would almost certainly be met by Japa­ 
nese quotas. 
There shold be no illusions. Japan 
is searching diligently for markets ev­ 
erywhere. A representative of the Japan- 
North Vietnam Trade Association re­ 
ported after a recent’visit to Hanoi an 
active interest in joint ventures to re­ 
construct the country when the war is 
ended. And sooner or later, so the belief 
is here, the fumbling giant so close at 
hand will turn to Japan with its advanc­ 
ed industry and technology for leader­ 
ship.

Beckie Hanshaw of Lompoc clipped 
the following letter to the editor out 
of the Yuma (Ariz.) Daily Sun believ­ 
ing it to be interesting and we believe 
it is. It is from a serviceman station­ 
ed in Vietnam and it expresses the 
feelings of thousands of our boys now 
serving: 
Dear Sir: 
I have heard again 
and again the odious 
echo of your sopho- 
moric plea to “ get 
out of Vietnam.’’Now 
I feel compelled to 
make a plea of my 
own: “Get out of my 
America.” 
I have more right, 
more 
dignity 
and 
more honor being in 
Vietnam 
than 
you 
have being in my America. 
What will happen when I return to 
America? Are 
you willing 
to an­ 
swer to me when I come home? Do you 
really think you have all the answers? 
If Vietnam is not supposed to be of 
concern to me, then why should it cause 
you so much concern? 
Do you feel remorseful that American 
men are dying here? Then why do you 
insult the dignity of the passions that 
bring them to spend their lives in the aid 
of the Vietnamese people? 
I, and thousands of servicemen like 
me, chose to come here. There are thou- 
sands of us who the government did not 
send. We asked to come. 
When did you ever ask to help hu­ 
manity? You see fit to question our 
right to be in Vietnam, yet I cannot 
help but wonder about your right to be 
in America. 
Let’s talk about Vietnam and the Viet­ 
namese people. 
They have never known anything but a 
lifetime of war. I don’t mean a tv war, 
newspaper war or a political war. I’m 


speaking 
specifically 
about burning 
homes, destroyed crops and murdered 
children. I am speaking of the fear that 
comes with the knowledge that today 
might be the very last day of all. This 
has been the heritage of these people 
for countless years. 
Now they are on the threshold of 
escaping all this. They cannot do it 
alone. As Americans we have been in­ 
trusted to see that the Vietnamese are 
allowed to live as they choose. 


One thing Is certain: your village 
will not be raided nor your crops des­ 
troyed. You will not return home to 
find your house burned with your five 
children lying outside with their stom­ 
achs slit open from navel to neck. 
No, your tomorrow — and you will 
have a tomorrow — will contain the 
same freedom of pursuit and peace that 
have filled all your days 
My country has given these people 
the same promise of tomorrow that our 
country has given you. You contend 
that we should break our promise. Should 
our country also withdraw its promise 
to you? 
You say that the profession of arms 
is without honor. You also say that to 
aid an oppressed people is without honor. 
I ask you what then is honor? 


How would it be to you if, when you 
burned your draft card, the government 
burned your house? What would be your 
consolation, if, when you marched along 
with a sign in one hand and a club in 
another, the government clubbed your 
children to death? You would truly learn 
the meaning of tomorrow if all your 
tomorrows were taken away from you. 
As a human being I cannot help but 
feel sorry for you. Your sickness can­ 
not be cured. I can only hope to contain 
it so that you do not poison others. The 
only answer I can give to your ironic 
babbling is no, I won’t get out of Viet­ 
nam. Will you get out of my America?
